Back Over Trail Again, 
So back they went, glad for what 


seemed the miraculous lifting of 
the mists. The height of land 


seemed very near in the clear air 
of the North, but day after day 
they traveled, and the land seemed 
no nearer. They came to the edge 
of the ice floe. Having brought 
the air raft from the plane, they 
inflated it and embarked, paddling 
precariously through the rocking 
ice pans and the lifting seas. 

The raft, frail at the best of 
times and buoyant, was not made 
to battle with sluicing ice which 
battered it. It too was lost, pos- 
sibly by the native, unused to 
handling it. From that time on, 
the only ferry from floe to floe 
was by the use of small ice pans, 
which they urged across the spaces 
by means of the paddles salvaged 
from the air raft. 

After seven days they made land. 
Port Burwell still was away in the 
unknown territory and the men 
hardly knew whether to go north, 
south or west. Finally an Eskimo 
hunter came across them and took 
them to his igloo, probably at 
Kamaktorvik. The men without 
doubt were worn out with priva- 
tion and suffering for it was not 
until four days later that the Es- 
kimo hunter brought them back to 
Port Burwell.

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Secretary Suggests That! 


Dayton Man Acknowl- 
edge That Proposed Step 
Is Gesture of Good Will. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 3.—An 


offer with a view to bringing the 
original plane of the Wright broth- 
ers, that flown at Kitty Hawk, N. 
C., to the Smithsonian Institution, 
was made today to Orville Wright 
by C. G. Abbot, secretary of the 
institution, Wright recently an- 


nounced the machine had been 


sent to the British National Mu- 
seum. 
Reviewing in part the’ contro- 


versy that has arisen over the sub- 
ject. Abbot made hts offer in 
following statement: 

“Elected in January to be sec- 
retary of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, I inherited a knotty problem, 
for February brought me face to 
face with the Wright controversy. 
On Feb. 
wright: ‘It would be a matter of 
great gratification to me and to all 
our countrymen if now, or even at 
a later time, you should see your 
way to depositing it 
Hawk machine) here.’ 


“On his part Mr. Wright has 
said that both he and his late 
brother wished to deposit the 


plane in the United States Nation- 
al Museum, but that it is now sent 
‘to the British National 
because of the hostile and unfair 


attitude showr towards us by the 
officials of the Smithsonian Insti- | 


tution.’ It is stated that the plane 
is still subject to recall. Since both 
Mr. Wright and the Smithsonian 
desire it, there remains only to 
come to just terms. 

“People Vitally Interested.” 

“The people of the United States, 
who support the National Museum, 
are vitally interested. They ar- 
dently desire that an object of 
such pride to all Americans as the 
Wright machine of 1903 should 
join the National Valhalla of aero- 
nautics where rest SO many planes 
that have made aviation history. 

“T will not again present from 
the other point of view questions 
recently raised by Mr. Orville 
Wright and his friends, for fixed 
opinions would remain unchanged. 
Braving warnings that whatever I 
now say will be misconstrued, I ask 
a fair hearing for the following 
offer. 

“To make understood what I now 
propose, I must explain that the 
Langley machine of 1905 is now on 
exhibition in the National Museum, 
with a label attached, which was 
prepared in 1925, according to the 
advice of a committee. Two gentle- 
men from outside the Smithsonian, 
namely, Dr. Joseph S. Ames, of 
Johns Hopkins University, Balti- 
more, and Admiral David W. Tay- 
lor, United States Navy, who are 
now chairman and vice-chairman 
respectively, of the United States 
National Advisory Committee for 
Aeronautics (of which body Mr. 
Orville Wright is also a member), 
formed the committee. At the late 
Secretary Walcott’s request, they 
examined the records of the Lang- 
ley machine, including much un- 
published correspondence, took tes- 
timony of experts, and presented 
a report which was given to the 
press on June 9, 1925. The label as 
revised to accord therewith now 
stands as follows: 

“*Langley Aerodrome. 
“*The Original Langley Flying Ma- 
chine of 1903, Restored.” 

“ ‘In the opinion of many compe- 
tent to judge, this was the first 
heavier-than-air craft in the his- 
story of the world capable of sus- 
tained free flight under its own 
power, carrying a man, 


“This aircraft slightly antedated 
the machine designed and built by 
Wilbur and Orville Wright, which 
on Dec. 17, 1903; was the first in 
the history of the world to accom- 
plish sustained free flight under its 
own power, carrying a man.’ 

“(There follows in small type 
accounts of the investigations of 
Langley and of his machines, too 
long to quote here.) 


“Langley Label Just.” 

“I believe that label to be just; 
as dO my colleagues, and cannot 
think anybody would wish us to 
recant falsely. For the sake of the 
public, I make the following offer: 

“If Mr. Wright will openly state

contributions brought to civiliza-:

vaguely, in question.”’ 


“Last Time I Shall Speak.” 


After questioning whether it wae 
worth while to reply to the Aus- 
trian accusations, Mussolini said 
that, despite the violence of Austri- 
an criticisms, he would speak with 
“the utmost calm, but without 
equivocation.” He added: 

“Furthermore, this is the last 
time I shall speak upon this theme. 
In the future I shall let the facts 
do the talking.” 


The Austrian attitude, he said, 
was unjustified considering the 
friendly policy followed by Italy 
from the end of the war until to- 
day toward Austria and by her pol- 
icy toward the annexed province of 
Bolanzo which, being one of the 92 
provinces in the kingdom, is treated 
by the Fascist government like all 
others with the same rights and the 
same duties.

Canadian Laborer Tells Po- 
lice He Induced Sons to 
Walk Out Plank Into 
Water at Indiana Harbor.

INDIANA HARBOR, Ind., March 
3.—Deciding that death for his 
three boys was preferable to hav- 
ing them reared in an orphanage, 
George Smith, 36 years old, a Cana- 
dian laborer, confessed to police 
today that he induced two of his 
sons to walk a plank and plunge 
into the Indiana Harbor ship canal 
under promise that they would see 
their grandmother, who is dead. 


Smith took two of his sons— 
George Jr., 9, and Edgar, 7, to the 
deep and narrow canal at 10 
o'clock at night three and a half 
weeks ago, he told police. While 
the children stood on the bank, the 
father obtained a plank and slid it 
out over the waters.

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MARINE IN NICARAGUA 
10 GET HONOR MEDAL 


Lieut. Christian F. Schitt of 
Illinois Cited for Saving 
Wounded. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

WASHINGTON, March 3.—Sec- 
retary Wilbur today approved the 
award of the Medal of Honor to 
Lieut. Christian F. Schilt, marine 
corps aviator on duty in Nicaragua, 
for the evacuation of wounded 
marines under fire of Sandino’s 
forces at the battle of Quilall. The 
citation reads: 

“Mor extraordinary heroism in 
the face of the enemy, distinguish- 
ed by conspicuous gallantry and 
intrepidity at the risk of his life 
above and beyond the call of duty. 

“On the 6th, 7th, 8th of January, 
1928, at Quilali, Nicaragua, during 
the progress of an insurrection in 
that country, Lieut. Schilt, then a 
member of a marine expedition 
which had suffered severe losses in 
killed and wounded, volunteered 
under almost impossible condi- 
tions to evacuate the wounded by 
air and transport a relief com- 
manding officer to assume charge 
of @ very serious situation. 

“Lieut. Schilt bravely undertook 
this dangerous and vitally impor- 
tant task and by taking off a totad 
of 10 times in the rough, rolling

‘Paddle Many Miles Between Floes, 
Then Wander Over Land.

OTTAWA, Ont., March 3.—How 
two Canadian airmen and an Eski- 
mon on a patrolling experition over 
the ice fields had a narrow escape 
from death among the crashing ice 
of the Arctic drift in the North At- 
lantic is simply told in a wireless 
message received this morning by 
Maj. N. B. McLean, chief of the 
expedition, at his headquarters in 
Ottawa. 

eWritten by Flight Lieut. T. A. 
Lawrence, Royal Canadian Air 
Force, commandant at Port Bur- 
well and relayed through Wakeham 
Bay station, this adventure story of 
air and ice is told in a bare 200 
words; how the plane carrying Pilot 
A. A. Lewis and Sergt. N. C. Terry 
and an Eskimo guide, came down 
on an ice floe; how for seven days 
they drifted in surging Atiantic 
seas; how they made shore by fer- 
rying from ice pan to ice pan ina 
flimsy air raft which later was lost.

They ar- 
dently desire that an object of 
such pride to all Americans as the 
Wright machine of 1903 should 
join the National Valhalla of aero- 
nautics where rest SO many planes 
that have made aviation history. 
“T will not again present from 
the other point of view questions 
recently raised by Mr. ‘Orville 
Wright and his friends, for fixed 
opinions would remain unchanged. 
Braving warnings that whatever I 
now say will be misconstrued, I ask 
a fair hearing for the following 
offer. 


“To make understood what I now 
propose, I must explain that the 
Langley machine of 1905 is now on 
exhibition in the National Museum, 
with a label attached, which was 
prepared in 1925, according to the 
advice of a committee. Two gentle- 
men from outside the Smithsonian, 
namely, Dr.. Joseph 8S. Ames, of 
Johns Hopkins University, Balti- 
more, and Admiral David W. Tay- 
lor, United States Navy, who are 
now chairman and vice-chairman 
of the United States 
National Advisory Committee for 
Aeronautics (of which body Mr. 
Orville Wright is also a member), 
formed the committee. At the late 
Secretary Walcott’s request, they 
examined the records of the Lang- 
ley machine, including much un- 
published correspondence, took tes- 
timony of experts, and presented 
a report which was given to the 
press on June 9, 1925.

Reports received here by police 
were that the four Americans were 
members of a robber gang who 
were arrestcd a few weeks ago aft- 
er they had committed two hold- 
ups south of Ensenada, the capital 
of Lower California.

Pulled Aboard Craft 200 Feet in Air 


Sailors Clung to Los 


Angeles When Storm 


Forced It Aloft While Trying to Land— 
Deggends After All-Night Struggle. 


By the Associated Press. 
LAKEHURST, N. J.,.March 3.— 
After pacing through a 4500-mile 
journey as gently as a pony, the 
Navy dirigible Los Angeles sudden- 
ly kicked up its heels like an army 
mule today and for more than sev- 
hours balked all attempts to 
stable it in its home hangar. 
During that fractious period, 
lives were endangered when the 
ship’s main steel cable snapped, 
Five sailors narrowly escaped death 
when they were jerked aloft in a 
blinding snowstorm, clinging to an 


outer hand rail of the dirigible with 


their bodies suspended in space. 

The Los Angeles left at 6:55 
o’clock the morning of Feb. 26 for 
a non-stop flight to Panama, which 
was accomplished without un- 
toward incident except for slight 
difficulty at the takeoff due to a 
cross hangar wind. 

The craft was sighted back at the 
naval air station here, after an un- 
eventful one-stop return flight, at 
11:40 o'clock last night. Then the 
trouble began. 

Decide to Moor Craft. 

Because of a gusty 30-mile cross- 
hangar wind, it was decided to 


.moor the dirigible to the top of the

giant mast on- the, wir field. Mast 
and landing crews took their posi- 
tions as the ship. cruised about 
waiting for a propitious moment to 
run its nose into the coupler on the 
masthead. 

At 1 o’clock this morning, the 
main cable was dropped from the 
Los Angeles to the mast and was 
secured, preparatory to hauling in 
for the coupling operation. And 
then the steel cable, more than half 
an ‘ch thick, snapped under the 
strain and fell like a lash among 
the crowd below. By good fortune 
no one was hit and the ship rose 
as water ballast was dumped, 
drenching the ground crew under- 
neath, 

The mishap made mooring to the 
mast impossible. The ship cruised 
off and disappeared among black 
clouds of a gathering storm. 

New Attempts Planned. 

Officers on board and on the 
field discussed the situation» by 
wireless. It was not until 3:55 a. 


m. that it was decided to attempt 
a landing on the surface of the 
field. The ground lines’ were 
dropped southwest of the hangar. 
In the meantime all sailors, ma- 
rines and civilian employes had 
been routed from their beds and 
225 men were on hand as ground 
crew. 

The ship was pulled to earth 
and the ground crew, pulling on 
long ropes and tugging on hand 
rails that run around the base of 
the cabin, began walking it toward 
the hangar. Half the distance of 
some 200 yards had been crossed 
when the storm, which had been 
threatening for hours, broke with 
a force that it was almost impos- 
sible to withstand. 

The great dirigible careened un- 
der the sudden blast of wind and 
snow, tore loose from the hands 
of the ground crew an shot upward 
into the storm. It happened so 
quickly that five sailors who had 
been dragging on the handrail au- 
tomatically tightened their grip in- 
stead of loosening it. As the ship 
rose, one of them dropped from 
a height of 20 feet and the others 
swung in midair, their dangling 
legs blowing in the wind. 

Men Cling to Craft. 

As the Los Angeles disappeared 
in the driving snow, they still were 
swinging like pendulums under the 
cabin. Those on the ground feared 
that the cold wind might cause 
them to loosen their hold before 
they could be saved, ¢ 

It was .learned later that at an 
elevation of 200 feet, sailors in the 
ship risked their own lives to lean 
far out of the cabin windows and 
drag in their comrades. The man 
who let go at 20 feet suffered 
slight injury to one leg and was 
taken to the air station sick bay. 

The Los Angeles cruised about 
until the storm had passed and 
then made qa graceful and success- 
ful landing, being walked into the 
hangar at 7 o'clock, just six days 
after it left on its long cruise. 

In an interview after landing, 
Lieutenant-Commander Charles E. 
Rosendahl! described the flight as 
a splendid training cruise and com- 
plimented both officers and men 
on the way they acted both in 
emergency and routine.

interference in the internal affairs 
of Italy was intolerable.

“A state respecting itself can- 
not tolerate foreign interference,” 
said Mussolini. “Mr. Fuller, the 
Governor of Massachusetts, has 
supplied us with a striking exam- 
ple on that subject.”

Austrian Press Says Mussolini 
Dodges Specific Charges.

VIENNA, March 3.—Ignoring the 
declaration of Premier Mussolini 
to the Italian chamber that -he 
would hereafter indulge “in deeds 
rather than in words” in the Ty- 
rolese affair, Austrian Ministerial] 
quarters and the press confined 
their replies to redirecting the at- 
tention of the world to what they 
term Italy’s continued oppression 
of German-speaking minorities in 
the Southern Tyrol. 

They assert that Mussolini stu- 
diously avoided replying to the spe- 
cific charges of the Austrian depu- 
ties and to Chancellor Seipel’s ap- 
peal. 

The newspaper Arbeiter Zeitung 
tomorrow will say that the un- 
democratic treatment by Mussolini 
applies not only to German sub- 
jects in the annexed territory, but 
even to his own nationals. The 
newspaper, which is the organ of 
the working classes, concludes “all 
arcument with him is futile.”

FATHER CONFESSES 
CAUSING DEATH OF 
2 BOYS IN CANAL 


Canadian Laborer Tells Po- 
lice He Induced Sons to 
Walk Out Plank Into 
Water at Indiana Harbor. 


By the Associated Press. 

INDIANA HARBOR, Ind., March 
3.—Deciding that death for his 
three boys was preferable to hav- 
ing them reared in an orphanage, 
George Smith, 36 years old, a Cana- 
dian laborer, confessed to police 
today that he induced two of his 
sons to walk a plank and plunge 
into the Indiana Harbor ship canal 
under promise that they would see 
their grandmother, who is dead. 


Smith took two of his sons— 
George Jr., 9, and Edgar, 7, to the 
deep and narrow canal at 10 
o’clock at night three and a half 
weeks ago, he told police. While 
the children stood on the bank, the 
father obtained a plank and slid it 
out over the waters. Then he 
bound the boys together with a 
strand of wire and told them to 
walk the plank and they would see 
their grandmother, for whom they 
had longed since being placed in 
a Montreal orphanage three years 
ago. 

George, the eldest, boldly walked 
along the narrow board, while the 
more timid Edgar, bound to his 
brother, glanced back at his father, 
who had promised to follow his 
sons on their ‘“‘visit to grandma.” 

Lost Nerve About Suicide. 

There was a splash as George 
Jr. stepped off the plank dragging 
little Edgar after him. The father 
watched the water for a few mo- 
ments, he told police, then lost his 
nerve, after having decided to join 
his sons in death. He also had de- 
cided to kill Robert, 7, twin brother 
of Edgar, and his first confession 
did not clear up why he 
taken Edgar also “to visit grand- 
ma.”’

Indication Is That Aviators 
Who Left Norfolk, Va., 
Monday Crashed in Low- 
er Chesapeake.

NORFOLK, Va., March 3.-—The 
findingtoday of fragments of an 
airplane off Cape Charles, Va., 
identified as parts of the one in

Licut. Christian F. Schitt of 
Illinois Cited for Saving 
Wounded. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, March 3.—Sec- 
retary Wilbur today approved the 
award of the Medal of Honor to 
Lieut. Christian F. Schilt, marine 
corps aviator on duty in Nicaragua, 
for the evacuation of wounded 
marines under fire of Sandino’s 
forces at the battle of Quilali.

“Lieut. Schilt bravely undertook 
this dangerous and vitally impor- 
tant task and by taking off a totad 
of 10 times in the rough, rolling 
street of the partially burned vil- 
lage, under hostile infantry fire on 
each occasion, succeeded, by al- 
most superhuman skill combined 
with personal courage of the high- 
est Order, in accomplishing. his mis- 
sion, thereby actually saving three 
lives and bringing supplies and suc- 
cor to pthers in desperate need.”

Mail Denies Paying for 
Document, Attributing 
Charge to MacDonald.

LONDON, March 3—After seeth- 


ing violently for a week the Brit- 
ish political pot is now boiling over 
and the Foreign Office faces a 
scandal that is apparently about 
to develop into the most violent 
personal controversy in recent 
British political history, with pos- 
sible far reaching results. 

Thomas Marlowe, former editor 
of the Daily Mail, who obtained 
the famous “Zinovieff letter’ and 
whose threat to publish it led the 
Foreign Office to issue its contents 
on the eve of the election in 1924 
with catastrophic results to the 
Labor party at the polls, charges 
in a letter to the Sunday Observ- 
er that Ramsay MacDonald “told 
his agent that he (Marlowe) had 
paid J. D. Gregory, under secretary 
of State, $25,000 for the docu- 
ment.”” The former editor adds 
he did not pay Gregory or any- 
body else a penny. 

Full Inquiry Now Possible. 

The charge that Gregory, who 
was dismissed from his place be- 
cause of his speculation in ex- 
change, sold the letter to the Daily 
Mail, was whispered about in the 
,Labor ranks for some weeks, but 
was never publicly stated: Now that 
it is thus fathered upon MacDon- 
ald, who vvas premier at the time, 
it will be difficult or impossible 
for the government to refuse pub- 
lic inquiry into the facts. Labor 
leaders say it will be impossible 
for MacDonald to refuse longer to 
press for a full inquiry. 

A full investigation should not 
only clear the charges against Gre- 
gory, it is believed, but should also 
bring out the full truth of how 
the foreign office obtained the let- 


be that it was a forgery concocted 
to beat the Labor party at the 
polls. 

All these subjects have 
wrapped in mystery for 
years. 

Marlow writes that he first heard 
of the letter, which was published 
in the London press Saturday, Oct. 
25, 1924, on the preceding Wednes- 
day evening when he found a mes- 
sage on his desk from an “old and 
trusted friend.” The message read: 
“There is a document in London 
which you ought to have; it shows 
the relations between the Bolshe- 
viks and British labor leaders. The 
Prime Minister (then Ramsay Mac- 
Donald) knows all about it but is 
trying to avoid publication. It has 
been circulated today in the For- 
eign Office, Home Office, Admiral- 
ty and the War Office.” 

Forced Official Publication. 
| Marlowe says he sent copies of 
it to other London papers and in- 
'timates that this coming to tht 
ears of the Foreign Office decided 
Sir £yre Crowe to publish the 
documents officially. The editor 
exonerates Gregory in 
words: “I know 
Gregory's circumstances.

What Pay-as-You-Go Plan Means, 

“Under the present pay-as-you- 
go plan,‘ Lioyd C. Stark of Louis- 
iana, chairman of the committee, 
explained yesterday, “the State 
road system will not be completed 
until 1937. or 1938. The bond is- 
sue proposal to be submitted in 
November would make possible the 
completion of the system, within 
| three years, , 

“It would start, also, in 1930,a 
system of farm-to-market, or sup- 
plementary roads, the money for 
the roads to be aiiotted in pro- 
portion to population to all coun- 
ties, but not to St. Louis or to 
Kansas City. 

“No property tax will ever be 
required to take care of these 
bonds or interest. Automobile own- 
ers pay the entire cost and under 
the amendment the owners of pri- 
vate automobiles are assured there 
will be no increase in license fees 
or gasoline tax for ten years.”

Bitterness of Defeat. 

FEW months later I met 
A George (“Elbows”) McFad-

McFadden gave 
me a terrific pounding, not any 
worse, perhaps than I had taken in 
earlier years from greater fight- 
ers, but I lacked the staying power 
that once was mine. 

After the sixteenth round I re- 
call nothing until I found myself 
in my dressing room. There I 
learned from my seconds that they 
had tossed in a towel in the nine- 
teenth round, after McFadden had 
floored me eight times. 

I do recall vividly, however, how 
awfully tired I was, and how good 
the cot felt.

He was a fast 
amateur and had won a lot of 
medals in exhibitions. 

I said to Jimmy, “You are good 
enough to get real money for 
fighting. Why don’t you get into 
the game? You can’t eat those 
medals.” 

At first Jimmy refused to turn 
pro. Later I offered the same sug- 
gestion to his brother, Willus Britt, 
and he finally persuaded Jimmy to 
turn professional. 

My defeat by Britt convinced me 
that there was no come-back for 
me, and I quit the ring forever, ex- 
cept for some minor exhibition ap- 
pearances. 

I am in excellent health today, 
living quietly in Detroit, and still 
follow the fight game with interest.

Tom Prescott and Loufs Jacoby 
met in the final of an important 
tournament at Druid Hills.

NEW flying field within 20 
A minutes’ drive of downtown 

St. Louis has been acquired 
by the Parks Air Line, one of the 
flying companies now operating at 
Lambert-St.. Louis Field. It is a 
100-acre tract three miles south of 
the ree Bridge on the Illinois side 
of the Mississippi. 

The new field, topographically, 
is ideal for an airdome and is one 
of the sites surveyed last summer 
when St. Louis was casting about 
for a location for a municipal air- 
port. Jt is flat, smooth and well 
drained and is protected by the 
levee from high water. An electric 
car line, a hafd.road and railroad 
facilities are within immediate | 
reach and the field is less than six | 
miles from Twelfth and Olive} 
streets. . | 

The Parks company took over 
the tract on a five-year lease at a 
total rental of $20,000. Operations 
will. begin within a few weeks at 
the field where the Parks Air Line 
plans to pursue its flying school 
activities. AS head ‘of its school, 
for which an enrollment of more 
than 100 students is planned, | the 
company has retained Derek 
White, formerly with a school at 
Marshall, Mo., said to be the 
largest civilian instruction center 
in the country from the standpoint 
of enrollment. White hopes to 
have enrolled 1000 students by the 
close of this year. 

The Parks Air Line will main- 
tain its quarters at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field, for the present at 
least. Clyde Brayton, chief pilot of 
the company, will be in charge 
there.

| INADEQUATE FLOOD CONTROL. 

The Jones bill, reported from the Senate Com- 
merce Gommittee, for flood control is practically the 
Jadwin plan with a few modifications, and a larger 
appropriation from the Government than that pro- 
vided for in the Jadwin Dill. 

That it will not satisfy the Mississippi Valley or 
the sentiment of the country in favor of compre- 
hensive flood control and the improvement of the 
Mississippi and its tributaries goes without saying. 
It provides for flood control work only from Cairo to 
the Gulf., It does not touch the upper waters of 
the valley. 

The bill dodges the question of the division of 
the cost between the Federal Government and the 
States or the owners of lands subject to floods. It 
provides a commission composed of the army chief of 
engineers, the president of the Mississippi River 
Commission, and a civil engineer to be appointed 
by the President, to report to Congress on both the 
engineering phases of the plan and the financial 
question. 

Putting the decision on the question of finances 
and the division of the cost in the hands of a com- 
mission of engineers is ridiculous on its face. There 
are recommendations in the Jadwin plan embodied 
in the Jones bill which would work the greatest 
injustice on property owners in that the work on one 
side of the river, part of the cost of which would 
have to be borne by the land there, is designed to 
benefit property on the other side of the river. The 
plan for spillways and levees in Missouri opposite 
Cairo is a notable example of this sort of injustice. 

The postponement of the decision with regard to 
the cost of the work is a feeble evasion. The ques-

ARE MACHINES TO BLAME? 

The cry that was raised in Europe last century 
when machines started an age of industrialism is 
now echoing in the United States. It is not an 
army of unemployed workers, estimated at from 
three to four million, that shouts curses at the ma- 
chines. Nothing vociferous or boisterous. The ter- 
rifying outlook created by our machine age is mere- 
ly noted by Secretary of Labor Davis who, almost 
unobserved, recently said: 


Some of our joy over the great inventive 
genius of our masters of mechanics has been 
turned to grief as we witness yearly the growing 
line of job seekers—trained men, middle-aged 
men of experience and extraordinary qualifica- 
tions—who have been forced away from their 
trades and vocations by labor-saving machinery. 
We were highly gleeful when our new machine | 
did the work of 20 men, but we had no places 
for the 19: whom the machine processes turned 
out into the open world. It seemis to me that 
this is a phase of industrial proficiency which 
bids fair to exact a heavy toll in the years to 
come, unless we get busy and invent new in- 
dustries for the fellow whom the machine shunts 


aside. 


Mr. Davis does not say how we can invent new 
industries for persons who are ruthlessly chucked 
out of a job by Fordized efficiency. Who can solve 
the problem? The momentum of this machine age 
is so gigantic that, if it were desirable to slow it 
down, who knows how to do it? 

The Bureau of Labor statistics shows that from 
1919 to 1925 there bas been a steady decline in the 
level of factory employment, yet the output per 
worker has shown a steady expansion. In the manv- 
facturing industries in 1919 there were 10,689,000 
persons employed. In 1925 only 9,772,000 were em- 
ployed in those industries—a decrease of almost one 
million. But this smaller number of workers turned 
out 28.5 per cent more of manufactures, and the 
output for each worker was 40 per cent greater. And | 
the same tendency has shown itself in agriculture, 
mining and transportation.

Press Comment on Flood Control 


It Is Agreed That This Is a National Problem, but How Should It Be Fi- 
nanced and What Kind of Commission Should Supervise the Work? 


AN ENGINEERING PROBLEM. 

From the Washington Post. 

ONGRESS has been in session nearly 

three months, and it is not much nearer 
agreement upon a plan for controlling the 
Mississippi River than it was on Dec. 1. 

Since this undertaking is the greatest 
engineering problem that has ever con- 
fronted the human race, and since the 
Nation can afford to risk failure after 
spending $1,000,000,000 in attempting to 
control this oceanic river it seems wise 
to insist that all the engineering ability 
of the United States should be available 
for planning and executing the work. The 
country’s engineering ability is not. con- 
fined to the Corps of Engineers. Gen. Jad- 
win is enamored of the plan he has de- 
vised, but it is not certain that his plan 
is the best. It should be subjected to the 
scrutiny of engineers who.are independent 
of the War Department. Further investi- 
gation is necessary before it will be safe 
to adopt any specific plan. The outcome 
will probably be a composite plan embody- 
ing the best thought of many engineers, 
and taking into account some factors that 
have not yet been explored. 

The practical method to pursue is to 


create a commission of engineers, both mil-— 


itary and civil, with full authority and re- 
sponsibility to devise a plan and execute 
the work. While this work is under way 
Congress can g9 into the financial side of 
the problem. Time will be wasted if Con- 
gress attempts to pass upon engineering 
plans. It Knows nothing of the physical 
problems involved, and never will be com- 
petent to solve them. ‘The best it can 
do is to draft the ability that can handle 
this work, and then give it full authority 
to go ahead. The commission should have 
nothing to do with financ'ng its plan. That 
is a task that Congress must perform. 


THINKS FLOOD CONTROL IS A “GRAB.” 
From the Baltimore Sun. 


HE people of this country wish to per- ; 


form their full duty in the provision of 
adequate measures of flood control for the 
protection of the Mississippi Valley. ‘They 
are moved by realization of the economic 
worth of protection to the entire country, 
as well as by sincere sympathy for those 
who have suffered from floods in the 
past and wil) suffer if floods are uncon- 
trolled in the future. And they are will- 
ing to pay whatever is necessary to dis- 
charge their duty. 

But this is not to say that they are will- 
ing to knock a hole in the side of the 
Treasury wall and recklessly let money roll 
out in huge, gushing streams. It is not 
necessary that they should take leave of 
reason in dealing with this matter of flood 
prevention, and sentimentally sgield them- 
selves to every demand that is: put forth 
in the name of national duty and of re- 
gard for humanity. It is not necessary 
to take at face value every claim that 
arises for relief or aid from the Nationa] 
Government. 

Yet there seems to be considerably more 
than an even chance that the people of 
this country will be unfairly and improper- 
ly taxed for great sums over and. beyond 
their obligations to the Mississippi Valley. 
Almost certainly this wil] be the cutcome 
of the situation in Congress unless the 
Administration ian Washington asseris ii- 


seif boldly and appeals to public opinion 
for business-Hke treatment of the whole 
project. The grabbers, sentimental or cold- 
blooded, are on the march and are not to 
be checked by scattered shots from the 
Administration’s rear guard. 


GENUINE STATESMANSHIP.

4) rina properly the House Committee 


dealing with the question of Mississippi 
River control has reported to the House of 
Representatives a bill which in its every 
aspect throws overboard the recommenda- 
tions of the army engineers which were 
approved by President Coolidge and trans- 
mitted by him to Congress for action. Never, 
in our judgment, will the Congress have 
disregarded one of President Coolidge’s 
recommendations to better purpose than if 
this bill should become law. Primarily the 
committee has decided that the Federal 
Government shall bear the entire cost of 
the new flood-control work, whereas Mr, 
Coolidge and the engineers wished to as- 
sess 20 per cent of the cost upon the strick- 
en States. Next, the committee has raised 
the sum to be spent from $2390,400,000 to 
$473,000,000, and thirdly, the proposed bill 
sets up a flood-control commission of sev- 
en members, to include civilian engineers 
and scientists, whereas the Administration 
plans only to continue to intrust the work 
to the army engineers, with the Mississippi 
River Commission as an advisory body. 
This is genuine statesmanship; the army 
engineers having blundered in their levee 
plan during all these years ought certainly 
not to be given complete control of the 
new work, and are properly relegated to a 
minority position in the new commission, 
which will take the place of the old one as 
soon as the bill becomes law.

Soviet government, writes: “This 
project is a complete system of 
measures directed to the realiza- 
tlon of the idea of disarmament, 
a system the aim of which is di- 
rect prevention of the possibility 
of war and consequently an as- 
surance of peace.

Says League Expects War.

The whole activity of 
the League of Nations is aimed 
at prevention of an attack on the 
post-war status quo and with a 
view to being able, at its discre- 
tion, to move the military forces 
of the European States against 
the so-called disturber of the 
peace.” 

Geneva speaks of a minimum 
armament necessary in.case of war. 
The Soviet project, on the other 
hand, is aimed “not at a minimum 
armament but at a maximum dis- 
armament.” 

Everything now depends on the 
attitude adopted by Great Britain 
and France next month, when these 
proposals come up for considera- 
tion at Geneva. If they decide to 


give favorable examination to the 
project, the rest of Europe can 
hardly do otherwise. Italy cannot 
stand alone in its resistance. I! 
have no reason to think Italy has 
any desire to do so, for under such 
a scheme its frontiers would be ab- 
solutely secure. 


Colonies an Obstacle. 


There is one obstacle to accept- 
ance by these great Powers which 
might well prove insuperable. 
France will ask itself whether it 
can hold Morocco and Algiers with- 
out an army.

Great strides were made in the 


improvement of the Missouri State 


Highway system, and the exten- 
sion of its good roads, in 1927, 
from the viewpoint of the man 


at the wheel, whose interest is to! 
drive from one point to another | 


comfortably in the shortest possl- 
ble time. 

Improvements of the year are 
shown in the official map of the 
State Highway Commission for 
1928, contrasted with that for 
1927. Without resorting to sta- 
tistics On mileage and expenditures, 


those fascinating charts of the 
commonwealth disclose what has 
occurred in the last 12 months to 
extend the smooth, all-weather 
paths availabie to Missouri motor- 
ists. 


Some Unimproved Roads. 


Due to that peculiar phase of | 


the law which requires construc- 
tion to be as nearly simultaneous 
as possible in all the counties, 
many highways still are dotted 
with intermittent stretches of un- 
improved surface. However, the 
number of routes so affected, the 
number of unfinished pieces, and 
their aggregate length, have been 
reduced greatly during the year. 

In general, the State highways 
north of the Missouri River have 
not progressed so rapidly as those 
to the south, because the agricul- 
tural plains of the northern part of 
Missouri present harder road- 
building problems than the rocky 
hills and gravel valleys of the 
Ozark region. Nevertheless, much 
has been accomplished in the for- 
mer half during the year. 

Many of the unimproved breaks 
in the Ozark and adjatent coun- 
try are of such a nature that even 
in wet weather they do not block 
travel like the northern mud 
does. As far as St. Louisans are 
concerned, nature’s ald has been 
given in the most desirable part of 
the State, for it is in that direc- 
tion that the greatest interest lies. 
The Missouri hills and streams are 
coming into their own as 2 play- 
ground.

AERE was a stir in the theat- 
Trea world a month or so ago 

over a play revealing the home 
life of a certain theatrical family. 
[t deftiy revealed their vanity, stark 
egoism, irresponsibility, improvi- 
dence and charm. 

Some stage folk pretended to 
pout about it, and members of the 
family’ about which it was x«ritten 
sulked a bit. I see no reason for 
a huffy attitude. Without their 
fantastic didoes, stage people would 
be too much like the ordinary run 
of humanity to excite interest. 


I have yet to meet an actor who 
is not more or less the windy boast- 
er. The mere fact he seeks a stage 
career is proof enotgh he wants 
public admiration. And it is far 
more appealing to be honest about 
the matter. 

We love stage people not alone 
for their artistic strength, but for 
their human weaknesses. Their 
roaming life spreads the romantic 


self-effacing players. We like them 
because they Jive lightly, love light- 
ly and accept the buffetings with 
the grand and lordly gesture. 
There is enough dul! stuff in the 
world. If stage folk can create a 
little glamour, we love them for it. 


Somebody sends me this: “The 
difference between a movie pro- 
ducer and an astronomer is that 
when the former discovers a new 
star he makes some money.”

Critics should, of course, be per- 
mitted the freedom of their opin- 
ion: yet, on the other hand, men 
who risk fortunes in theatrical pro- 
duction and who are largely re- 
sponsible for creating the jobs the 
critics hold, should also be protect- 
ed from anything that smacks of 
venting personal spleen. 

There is a certain position for 
the critic as well as for the pro- 
ducer, and this should be governed 
by good taste and fairness.

designer but a few years when th 
great war broke out Although bare- 
ly 20 vears old. he enlisted in the Ger- 
Man army, saw service at the front and 
Was Slightly wounded The 
Government at this time learned th; 
he had been born in the United State- 
and for some reason regarded him as 
an American citizen and tneligible for 
milltary service. He was invalided out 


» service and in 1915 came to New 
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York. In a short time he found em- 
rloyment designing jewelry for a New 
York firm, and to all outward appear- 
ances that was to be his future work. 

But in 1916 a German magazine, 
Zeppelin, was organized in New 
York, and friends invited him to 
contribute some drawings He con 
tributed drawings which not only 
marked his debut as a satlgic artist, 
but which were soon to get him into 
grave difficulties with the United 
States Government. The Zeppelin was, 
naturally, strongly pro-German, and its 
pages were filled with German propa- 
ganda. When the United States en- 
tered the war, the magazine, for very 
good reasons, promptly changed its 
name to Eulenspiegel, but it did not 
changue its policy. Stengel’s drawings 
continued to poke fun at President 
Wilson and America in weneral. One 
morning Stengel awoke to find that 
half a dozen egents of the Department 
of Justice had broken Into his apart- 
ment and were pointing pistols at him 
Stengel was six feet tall and weighed 
close to 200 pounds, but he wisely sur-

Y THIS time he had accumulated 

something of a reputation as one 

of the most interesting and ex- 
citing figuree along the Rialto. He 
was tall, possessed unusually broad 
shoulders and, for some undiscovered 
reanon, Inaisted on wearing his hair 
cropped as Closely to his scalp as ton- 
sorlal ingenuity could contrive And 
it was not at all unusual to see him 
siriding down Broadway with his 
walking stick and a iong ulster, but 
vith nothing at all on his head, so that 
to many he gave the appearance of be.

with the Journal, however, coincided 
with another disappointment itn love 
Magda Johann, an actress, whom he 
had admired for many years and 
whom he called ‘“Puasy Cat,” definite 
ly rejected his marriage proposala. 
Just how much this upset him, no one 
knows It is known, however, that 
the Wednesday preceding his death 
appeared before Magda, told her 
had been invited to become a mem- 
ber of the staff of a leading magazine 
in Germany and asked her to marry 
him and accompany him abroad He 
threatened suicide when she refused 
A little later he appeared before his 
former Wife, made her the same offe 
and when she likewise refused, again 
threatened to kill himaelf But the 
mere fact that he proposed to both 
these women wouid seem to indicate 
that his love for either was not stronez 
enough to drive him to suicide 
The real reason for his untimely 
death is most Itkely to be found in a 
combination of circumstances He 
often spoke of suicide. and there seems 
to have been a marked suicidal tend- 
ency in his family, for he was the 
fourth to take his life Some years 
ago a sister in Germany drank poison, 
and two uncles shot themselves His 
unhappy love affairs, coupled with his

The two dirigibles are exact 
duplicates in size, equipment and 
constructional arrangements and 
are nearly as long as the Maure- 
tania, the colossal Cunard steam- 
ship. As well as passengers and 
crew, a considerable cargo of mail 
will be carried. 

The schedule, as now planned, 
calls for departure from London 
at daybreak on a Monday morning 
which will put passengers’ into 
New York Tuesday arotind noon.

The R-100 is 709 feet long and 
133 feet wide. Something like

Another innovation is the fact that 
whereas in earlier airships, and in 
all the Zeppelins, the framework 
was of duralumin girdering, in 
the R-100 all the main members 
consist of duralumin tubing. This 
tubing has been specially manu- 
factured and, while extremely 
light in weight, it is at the same 
time enormously strong. 
Elaborate precautions have 
been taken against fire. The pas- 
senger saloon is built of fireproof 
balsa wood. There is a.double roof 
and excellent ventilation. No gas 
from the 15 gigantic balloons, 
which are made of goldbeater 
skin, can escape inside the ship.
